Director’s/Archive Collection Report: Director Hefferan reported that the staff
has been focused on re-grants and the newsletter. There have been few researchers.
The Microfilm reader is temporaily fixed and is usable. The archive doors were
sealed to prevent issues with the smoke from the widfires in Canada. The marker for
the Charlotteburg Forge has been installed. The ones for Phoenix House and two
entrance markers will be picked up by the Road Department soon. The last two
entrance markers have been ordered from Lakeshore. The Spring 2023 newsletter
has been sent out.

Program Development Report: History Program Development Specialist Palatucci
reported that re-grant payment vouchers have been sent out to the 2023 re-
grantees and the majority have responded. For the 2023 round there were three
project requests and eight GOS requests. The majority of projects were fully funded
and the remaining available money was divided among the GOS requests. The
review packet for the 2024 round will be reviewed at the September committee
meeting.
